NO POWER TO 
COMPO 


The railroad tax question is on again. 
The situation, as we understand it, is 
this: The Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, owning and operating rail- 
road lines in Los Angeles county, re- 
sists the payment of the taxes assessed 
by the State Board of Equalization, as 
well ds those assessed by the County 
Assessor of this county, for the past 
two years, on the alleged ground that 
the valuation fixed by the State Board, 
viz., $16,500 per mile, was excessive 
and unjust. The case is in the courts, 
and meantime the county is kept out of 
its just dues by the corporation. 

atHaving failed, on appeal to the State 
Board, to secure a reduction of its taxes 
to a figure satisfactory to itself, the 
railroad corporation now seeks to effect 


a compromise of the dispute by induc- 


ing the County Board of Supervisors to 
accept a sum for taxes based on a 
much lower assessment, to wit: about 
$10,500 per mile. 

This is a question of law as well as Of 
justice and equity, and must be scttled 
upon that basis, not by any ‘‘strange de- 
vice’ outside the law and the Constitu- 
tion, as the attempted ‘‘compromise”’ 
would be. 

We do not desire to see the railroad 
company ‘‘sinched’’ or treated with 
any undue harshness in this matter; but 
we demand, in common'with impartial 


citizens everywhere, that it be forced by 


the strong arm of the law to pay its just 
taxes, already due, the same as the 
humblest private citizen. 


Under the Constitution and the law of 
the State the. following classes of rail- 


road property, to wit: ‘the fran- 
_¢chise, railway, road-bed, rails and 
rolling stock of all railroads 


operated in more than one county in 
this State shall be assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization at their actual 
value, and the same shall be appor- 
tioned to the counties, cities, towns, 
etc., in which said railroads are located, 
in proportion to the number of miles 
‘laid in each county, etc. (Constitution, 
Art. XITT, sec. 10; Act of Mar. 22, 1880, 


Amendments to the Political Code, sec. | 


3664. ) 


The law also provides that the fol- |. 


lowing classes,of railroad property, to- 
wit: ‘‘the depots, station grounds, 
shops, buildings, and gravel beds, shall 
be assessed by the assessor of the county 
where situated, as other property.’’ (Ib.) 
A subsequent act provides that the val- 
‘uation fixed by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion ‘‘shall be final and conclusive.”’ 
‘*The said property shall be assessed at 

its actual value,’’ ete. ‘* All such rail- 
way property shall be taxable upon said 
assessment, at the same rates, by the 
same officers, and for the same pur- 

/poses, as the property of individuals 
within such counties, cities, towns,”’ 
etc. (Act of Mar. 14, 1881, amendment 
to Political Code, sec. 3664, (b.) 

It is therefore perfectly obvious from 
the reading of the law that no county 
board of supervisors has the power or 
authority to alter or set‘aside an assess- 
ment made by the State Board of Equal- 
ization, or to compound with the 
railroad company by permitting it to 
pay a part only of its taxes so assessed 
by a superior power. To assert that the 
inferior body has any power to annul 
the acts of its superior is ‘a proposition 
too illogical and absurd to require refu- 
tation. It refutes itself. | 


The eompany is not, as some 


; people have supposed, denied the ordi- 


nary and reasonable right of protest and 
petition. The:law makes provision that 
every person dissatisfied with an assess- 
ment made by the State Board of Equal- 
ization may, within certain limits as to 
time, applyvte the Board to have 


the same cerreeted in any ‘par- 
ticular. The Board is_ required 
to hear any petition so  pre- 


sented, receive proofs offered by the 
petitioner (the railroad corporation) in 
its own favor,or by the Attorney-General, 
or by any other person appearing against 
such petition, and also such other proofs 
as, in the judgment of the Board, bear 
After hear- 
ing such proofs the Board shall deter- 
mine the matter, and may alter the as- 
sessment complained of. But if in its 
judgment the Board refuse to alter the 
assessment, then the person or corpora- 
tion feeling aggrieved, who shall [first] 
pay the tax upon the assessment complain- 
ed of, may, within a certain time, 
thereafter (ten days) sue the Board of 
Equalization in the Superior Court of 


- the county, and may show, if he or it is 


able, the illegality of such tax, in whole 
or in part, or show that the property 
was assessed for more than its actual 
value. The Board shall answer or de- 
mur within a certain time (thirty days) 
and at that time may demand that the 
suit be tried in the Superior Court of 
Sacramento county. - (Amendment to 
Political Code, sec. 3664.) This amend- 
ment, made in 1881, and procured by 
railroad influence, had for its ob- 
ject, as is widely believed, the transfer 
of railroad tax suits from the 
Superior Courts of counties to a Supe- 
rior Court in ‘‘a railroad town,’’ which 
Sacramento unquestionably i is. 


The railroad having, as already stated, 
failed to secure a reduction of its assess- 


© mhent to’ its own figures, devised this 


devious scheme of resorting to an appeal 
nowhere provided for in the law—an ap- 
peal from the State Board of Equaliza- 


tion, ana the proper courts, to the 


Board of Supervisors!—an appeal to a 
lower authority instead of to a higher! 
There is nowhere in the*Constitution or 


“the laws any authority for such 


an appeal—absolutely no -author- 


. ity for compounding these railroad taxes 
‘or compromising tax suits. This device 
is a device corporations who

The intent and purpose are obvious. 
The corporation approaches the » county 
board of supervisors in the evident hope 
and expectation of finding them more 
susceptible to -‘‘influence”’ 
State Board of Equalization has proved 
itself to be, or than the courts are. 

It is true that in @ recent case 
tried in the Superior Court of Sac- 
ramento county the Judge denied the 
right of the Attorney-General to appear 


in the case, holding that the District At- 


torney of the county from whence the 
case was appealed wasthe proper and 
only officer who could appear in behalf 
of the State. But upon appeal to the 


-|Supreme Court the judgment of the 


lower court was promptly reversed—the 
Judge was sharply put to a legal about- 
face on his ruling—-the upper court 
holding that in a suit wherein the State 
was a party, to the extent of 
its interest in the taxes in dis- 
pnte, the Attorney-General was the 
proper officer to represent the State, 
and could not be barred out by an in- 
‘ferior court. The soundness of this 
decision cannot be questioned. 


The plea may possibly be made that, 


though the Board of Supervisors has no | 


right to compromise away the State’s 
portion of the tax money in question, it 
may compromise with the railroad as to 
that portion of its taxes which are de- 
rived from assessments upon railroad 
property assessed exclusively by the 
county assessor. Possibly the board 
might arbitrarily do that thing. But 
where is its authority - for such 
an assumption of power? Where 
does it find an equitable precedent for 
such a proceeding? We boldly deny 
that there is any equity whatever in 
those settlements which have been pro- 
cured by railroad influence in other 
counties. The railroad corporation has 
gone before the boards of supervisors 
in those counties, backed by a manufac- 
tured or a perverted public sentiment, 
or in defiance of public sentiment alto- 
gether, has named the sum it was will- 
ing to pay as its quota of the public 
burdens, and has insolently said to 
the people’s representatives: ‘‘Take 
this, or do without your money 
indefinitely, while we fight you 
in the courts.”’ And the subservient 
supervisors have replied: ‘‘We are your 
very humble and obedient servants; pay 
what you are willing on your tax assess- 
ment, and we will humbly and grate- 
fully accept it, call it square, and con- 
sider your account settled.’’ What a 
spectacle to be presented by officers 
whose duty it is to see justice done, 


| guard the people’s rights, and protect 


the people’s treasury! 


The plea that unless the county ac- 
cepts the reduced sum proffered by the 
railway corporation, it will be kept out 
of its money due from the railroad 
for taxes, indefinitely, and the people be 
made to suffer through an increased tax 
levy, is worthy of small respect. It is 


equivalent to the authorities saying to 


the railroad inadvance: ‘‘Your propor- 
tion of the public burdens ‘is so much: 
we politely suggest that you pay it if 
agreeable; if not agreeable, we won’t 
muke any fuss about it, but let you go, 
and add so much more to the people’s 
taxes, to make up the deficiency thus 
created. We are your very obedient 
servants,”’ etc. 

If all the above reasons are not 
found sufficient for requiring the rail- 
way corporation to do its duty and pay 
its just debts, then we invoke the au- 
thority of the Constitution itself. Sec- 
tion 6 of Article XIII of the supreme 
law of the State (subdivision, ‘‘Revenue 
and Taxation’’) reads as follows: 


“Src. 6. The power of taxation shall 
never be surrendered or suspended by any 
grant or contract ‘to which the State 
shall be a party.”’ 


The State is a party to Ride railroad 
tax suits to the extent of its in- 
terest in them (about 62% cents 
on every one hundred dollars) 
atid no covfhty board of supervisors, or 
any other authority, can ‘‘surrender or 
suspend,’ by any ‘‘grant,’’ ‘‘contract,’’ 
or compromise, ‘‘the power of taxation”’ 
so exercised by the State Board of 
Equalization. 


But the plea is urged that whereas the 
State Board in 1880 and 1881 fixed the 
assessment upon the railroad at $16,500 
per mile, in 1882 it reduced the rate to 
$10,500 per mile: therefore, argue the 
railroad advocates, the former rate was 
clearly excessive and unjust, and the 
railroad was justified in refusing to 
pay its taxes assessed on that basis. 
If there were anything substantial or 
logical in this plea—which there is not, 
for the highest assessment was probably 
none too high, considering the known 
cost, profit and value of the company’s 
lhine—it is swept away by the law itself. 
The following provision, the latest en- 


actment on the subject, was framed | 4 


especially to cure defects in the law 
‘relating to assessments of railroads 
and other property by the State Board 
of Equalization and county _asses- 
sors, for the purpose of taxation.”’ 
It is a sub-section (3) of section 3665 of 
the Political Code, added by the Legis- 
lature in 1881, and- approved by the 
Governor March 14th of that year. It 
reads: 

‘Nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as affecting the validity of any 
assessment already made, or of any pro- 
ceeding taken, or to be ‘taken, to collect 
any taxes levied or due, or to become 
due, upon any such assessment,”’ 


Sec. 3 of the same act provides that 
‘This act. shpll take effect immedi- 
ately.’’ 

Under it the railroad company is es- 
topped from taking proceedings looking | 
tojthe reduction of its assessment tor the 
two years in dispute. And if it were 
not so estopped, it would have no 
authority to go to a board of super-. 
visors with such proceedings, and the 
board would have no authority whatever 
to entertain them. 

If. law and authority worth any- 
thing, if the mandate of the Constitu- 
tion is to be respécted, then the corpor- 
ation must be made to pay its taxes, 
as assessed, for the two years in dispute. 
The above act governs as to hoth of those 
years, having been passed anterior to 
the time of the tax levy of 1881 (May), 
and by its terms applying to that year. 


The case against the the railroad is thus 
made pe: fectly clear. 

We repeat what we have already said: 
we desire no injustice done that 
corporation; but we do demand 
in the name of justice and equity that 
it be required to pay its taxes to the 
full, the same as the humblest citizen.

THE TOWN.

The chief pioducts of 
the county are butter, cheese, grain, 
wool, and beef cattle. Fruit-raising 
has not yet received extensive atten- 
tion, probably not more than one-half 
of the fruit consumed being: produced 
at home. The lack is mostiy supplied 
from the San Francisco market. There 

are almost no manufacturies. A daily 
stage goes north 110 miles to connect 
with therailroad. The San Luis Obis- 

po and Santa Maria Valley 

RAILROAD 


is being pushed on towards Santa Bar- 
bara. It is a beautiful, productive, 
and enterprising county, with San 
Luis Obispo for iis center. 

A WELL-FIXED TOWN. 

The place, though containing only 
three thousand inhabitants, has a city 
government, and is really very cosmo- 
politan. It has gas, the telephone, a 
fire department, a bank, a theater, 
several hotels, and two weekly papers. 
The county building is a fine one, with 

ornamental grounds. The poorhouse 
is a model, and is beautifully situated 
about a mile from town. There are 
many neat residences and some fine 
business blocks. The old Mission has 
connected with it a convent and a 
school of such excellence that it is 
patronized by many Protestants. There 
are five churches—Cuatholic, Presby- 
terian, Episcopal, Methodist Episcopal 
and Methodist Episcopal South. 

There is a cunsiderable Spanish 
population. Jews monopolize the 
mercantile business; Italians that of 
fruit and groceries. Unfortunately, 
there are twenty-five or thirty saloons, 
but not so many as there were 
formerly. Fortunately, there is a 
Good Templars’ Lodge of about 250 
members and a good Band of Hope. 
The Sunday law is better enforced than 
it used to be, and the day has a more 
respectful observance. 


_ POLITICAL, EDUCATION AL AND RELIGIOUS 


The city has recently been favor.d 
politically and ecclesiasticallhy. Both 
political parties have held their con- 
ventions. The county is very-evenly 
divided between the two, so that 
things get much mixed.

annual session here from Sept. 7th to 
the 10th. Bishop J. F. Hurst, one of 
America’s best scholars in the German 
language and literature, presided. He 
is now on a brief visit to Los Angeles. 
This conference is an important factor 
in the welfare of California. Territor- 
ially, it includes about half of the 
State. There are now about fifty 
preachers connected with this body, 
about half of whom are at work in the 
three southern counties. The Univer- 
sity of Southern California, which is 
having remarkable prosperity, 1s un- 
der their supervision. At their ses- 


though this is a small cut to some «u 
the line. When'the lard is so that 
plows can be used for plowing up the 
land tor the laborers to get into it, to 
shovel it, ten of the very finest and 
largest of horses are hitched to a plow, 
and the earth is torn up as though a 
cyclone had been in the country. The 
Chinamen fly into it with long-handled 
shovels, and in less time than it takes 
to write this item, they have a railroad 
built. Water is hauled to them along 
the line in large tanks, drawn by from 
six to ten horses, and their dinner is 
given to them right on the works. 

It is an amusing sight to see them, 
when the foreman Calls out, ‘‘twelve 
o'clock m.,’’ make for the dinner that 
has been brought them from the cook- 
house. The dinner consists of rice, 
some kind of fish, and something else 
that I know nothing of at all. When 
night comes they come into camp, and 
they then lay around, smoke opium 
and gamble at a game called “tan.” 
They have little tents which are capa- 
ble of accommodating about two _per- 
sons, but these fellows manage to crowd 
from eight to ten .in one tent. The 
boarding train is pushed to the head 
of the work every day, and sometimes 
four moves have becn made in one 
day. When the track-laying gang 
come to where a bridge has to be 
built, they “crib” over the cafion by 
building up a bridge of cross-ties and 
bridge timber, and this remains until 
the bridge-carpenters come along and 
they build a permanent bridge. 

The work so rapidly pushed to com- 
pletion by Mr. Strobridge is first-class 
in every particular, and there is no 
railroad in the country that was ever 
built so fast. The telegraph line keeps 
up with the construction train, and 
Mr. Strovridge has an office in one of 
the cars. 

There has recently been forty-four 
miles of the new work turned over to 
the company, and regular passenger | 
trains from San Francisco, Cal., come 
within seven miles of this place, and 
we are now getting the daily San 
Francisco papers here only four days 
old. There has been no expen-e spured 
by the company in the rapid comple- 
tion of this road from San. Francisco, 
through Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas, on to the Crescent City, and in 
u few more days the gap, now of some 
thirty miles, will be closed.

From Los Angeles to Encino station on 
the road to Ventura, is a Sabbath day’s 
journey. At least I droveit on Sunday. 
The distance is eighteen or twenty 
miles, and there is but little on the). 
road to distract a man’s attention from 


ie 


Temple street, over the hills and across 
the valley to, the entrance of the 
Cahuenga pass is almost a continuous 
settlement, whereas, a few years ago, 
there was scarcely a settler on the road. 
Getting through the pass and landing 
in the edge of San Fernando valley, I 
looked out over thousands of acres of | 
wheat stubble where there used to be 
brush, cactus and sandy plains, tens of 
thousands of quails anda goodly sup- 
ply of rabbits. I know what I am talk- 


ing about now, for in years gone by I 
used to caftry a shotgun over those same 
plains as a protection against quails and 
rabbits. 

I reached the Encino station at 3 
o’clock Pp. m., and found the place en- 
livened by two four-handed games of 
bean poker. As none of the players 
seemed inclined to give way for a new- 
comer, and there were not enough pres- 
ent to make up another game, I drove 
out to Mr. A. G. Patton’s wheat ranch, 
about two miles out in the valley. As 
this ranch is like the many others in the 
valley, except that some are larger 
and some are smaller, I will tell you 
what itis like as near as I can tell. 
There is a large dwelling house, one 
or two smaller houses with sleeping 
accommodations; a stable, with accom- 
-modations for dover one hundred horses; 
a grain house; a blacksmith shop; a 
harness shop, that is a room with tools 
for repairiug harness; a well, in this 
instance forty feet deep, and a_ blind- 
folded mule doing duty drawing water; 
a few-trees and some _ small out- 
houses; gaug-plows, and other plows, 
reapers, mowers, headers, horse-rakes, 
a thresher, wagons of every conceiva- 
ble pattern, enough to cover an acre of 
ground. The horses are ‘about two- 
thirds mules and the other third mares, 
and at each stall hangs the harness, in 
order and ready for use; though at this 
ranch they are off duty just now, the 


ready for market. Looking over the 
valley, the headquarters of each separ- 
ate ranch looks like a small village in 
the: distance. The crops were light 
this year, but still the aggregate of 
grain harvested in San Fernando valley 
will constitute no inconsiderable 
i.on of the product of Los Angeles 
county. 

I write this at Cutler’s station, having 
driven 42 miles from Los Angeles, 
through a country where the lonesome, 
the barren and the romantic are so 
mixed that one can scarcely ” which 
predominates. 

It may be some sinsahanatial to those 
who pay high prices for fire-wood in 
Los Angeles to know that some of it is 
cut in the mountains about here and 
hauled forty-two miles to the city.

Broom Corn. 
It is a lamentable fact that the manu- 
facture of brooms in this city is not a 
paying investment, owing to the neglect 
of cultivating brcom corn on the part of 
farmers throughout Southern California. 


The transportation of the imported ar- 
ticle, brought here from Illinois, Iowa 
aud Nebraska, costs so much that it is 
very difficult to compete with Eastern 
brooms. When the fact is realized that 
not only good prices can always be ob- 
tained for broom corn at the factory on 
San Pedro street, but that seed is fur- 
nished gratis by the proprietors of the 
broom factory, it seems especially un- 
fortunate that our farmers do not feel 
more interest in the growth of this im- 
portant article. Itis easily cultivated, 
needs but little care, and realizes as 
much per acre as the best wheat or bar- 
ley. The special attention of farmers 
is called to these facts. 


A Prolific Corcnstalk. 

At the store of George A. Vignolo is a 
stalk of popeorn grown on J. J. Maxey’s 
place, San Pedro street, about two miles 
out, which contains eight well developed 


ears of corn. The stalk will probably 
measure seven and a half feet in height, 
and as showing the prolific yield of Cali- 
fornia soil is wonderful. Mr. Vignolo 
has charge of Mr. Maxey’s place during 
that gentleman’s absence in the East, 
and in looking about the field found that 
stalks of corn having six and seven ears 
were quite common. The story may 
seem a pretty large to sume, but anyone 
may satisfy himseif of the size of it 
by calling at 112 Main street.

WALLACE WOODWORTH DEAD. 


One of the Solid Men of the City Gone 
—A Brief Sketch. 

The citizens of this city were pained 
to learn, yesterday, that Mr. Wallace 
Woodworth, one of the pioneer business 
men of this city, had been removed by 
death. He died at his residence on San 


noon, the immediate cause of his death, 
as announced by his physicians, being 
an affection of the heart, though he had 
been seriously ill for several days w ith 
a derangement of the stomach, which 


had caused almost constant vomiting. 
The culmination of that trouble was on 
Monday, when his life was despaired of, 
but on Tuesday he was pronounced 
much better and thought to be out of 
danger. 

Mr. Woodworth was a native of Ohio, 
born July 28, 1832, and was conse- 
quently just tifty years of age. He came 
to Los Angeles county in 1853, and for 
some years was with his uncle, Col. 
Isaac Williams, on the Chino ranch. In 
1858 he returned to this city and pur- 
chased the interest of James D. Brady 
in the firm of Perry & Brady.engaged in 
the furniture business ou the site naw 
occupied by J. J. Woodworth as a groc- 
ery store, and then formed a partner- 
ship with our townsman, Mr. W. H. 
Perry. In 1867 this enterprising firm 
organized a gus company, and in Sep- 
tember of that year, the first gas jets 
were lighted in this city. It was in this 
same year that Mr. Woodworth was 
elected a member of the Board of Su- 
pervisors of this county, and by his good 
business qualities proved himself a gen- 
uine friend of the people and worked a 
great reform in the administration of the 
affairs of the city government. In 1872, 
the firm of Perry, Woodworth & Co. was 
formed by admitting Mr. S. H. Mott as 
a member, the furniture business being 
disposed of and the new firm entering 
into the lumber business. The firm is 
now one of the targest and wealthiest of 
Southern California, and no one who 
knows anythingof Los Angeles is igno- 
rant of the standing of this great tirm. 

Mr. Woodworth was also a prominent 
figure in Democratic political circles, 
and was a frequent delegate to the con- 
ventions of his party. In 1880 he wasa 
delegate to the county convention here, 
the State conventiou in San Francisco 
and the national convention at Cincin- 
nati. He had amassed a large fortune, 
and has been considered one of the 
wealthy men of the community owning a 
great deal of property in this city and 
county. |
